P. Morrlslon Makes Statement 
That Story of New Finds Is 
False. 



Says He Has Been at Eureka 
Creek and Tested the 
Ground. 



And That People Who Rush 
There Are Being De- 
ceived. 



From Our Own Correspondent. 

Vancouver, IB; 0., (Feb. 15. — "I. have 
returned from Eureka crock, in tho 
Horsefly Cariboo country, and 1 ehurae- 
teriiie the statements made as to its 
richness as absolutely fnjse." This state- 
ment was made to the Colonist corres- 
pondent by P. Morrison, who is register- 
ed nt tho Clarence hotel. iMr. 'Morrison 
said ho knew be was assuming a good 
deal when he denied must emphatically 
the stories circulated by iut»restod per- 
sons, but it bad cost 'Mm §300 to find 
out the truth, and he -wished the public 
to know it. die thought it' the news- 
papers published his statement, tha,t oth- 
ers who had been deceived might have 
the courage to endorse what he had said, 
and thus prevent a rush to (Horsefly, 
■which would prove financially disastrous 
for 'hundreds of poor fellows. Some 
people had told him on coming out, to 
say nothing, but let the rush come, that' 
the fellows that went in might find 
something anyway somewhere else, and 
it would bring money into the country. 
They did not all express those senti- 
ineiuts, but far too many did. The road 
houses along the route expect 10,000 
people to come that way in the spring, 
and they are preparing for them. On 
going in he met live men coming out. 
They told him that Eureka and Eraser 
creeks ■were no good, .but they were 
not going to say anything to the papers, 
Lhey did not want to advertise that they 
had been fooled. 

lie had left Vancouver, November 15, 
had travelled from. Ashcroft to Housefly 
hike by stage, and had his 1,000 pounds 
>f freight ferried to his destination for 
30 miles, for $1 a mile. He reached' 
Eureka creek in the first ■week in De- 
cember. There was one foot of snow 
on the ground, but little or no frost. 
He had no difficulty in going over all the 
holes worked by the now famous quar- 
tette: iStirskey, Crnddock, iSinnns and 
Campbell. These gentlemen, according 
to newspaper reports, stated 1 that they 
had taken out of these holes $25 per 
d:ji.v i»er man. If they had done so they 
left nothing behind them, for he worked 
over each hole thoroughly, and got but 
traces to the pan. To put it more ex- 
actly, it would take about 20 pans to get 
live cents in very line gold. A man 
might by hard work make #1 a day, no 
■more, lie then sank several new holes 
with the same result— not a. cent to the 
pan. He found the country a good one 
for trappers, and came out to get dogs 
and provisions and would return again 
to establish a trapper's camp. 

die met the four men who are re- 
sponsible for starting the Horsefly boom. 
They assured him that five cents a pan 
could bo got: from tho holes they sank. 
He would repeat, however, that it would 
take 20 pans to aggregate five cents. Ho 
also saw Alex. 'Meigs, who had shown 
around the bottle in Victoria filled with 
coarse gold, which he claimed came 
from Eureka creek. Alex. Metes 
told him that the gold had .been 
handed to him as coming from 
Eureka creek, and that was nil he knew 
about it. These claims could have been 
worked ■several months after the dis- 
covery, The men who claim to hav ■ 
been getting out !j>100 n day between 
them, however, have mot been near tile 
creek. No one in the country appears 
to have ilnen in a hurry to get to the 
creeks. When he went in, work could 
eajsily have 'been done on the creeks, and 
conditions were favorable to make ex- 
tensive preparation for work later in 
the year. No one was going in, how- 
ever, and those who had been in were 
coming out. There was no lumber at 
the creek. No sign of preparation, and 
no provisions going in. The whole coun- 
try round there knew tho story was :i 
fake, or suspected it was. iMany of the 
honest men in the country deplored the 
false impression created, but as it would 
Too extremely unpopular with u large 
class to say so, they kept quiet. 

(He was not well known, although he 
had been in the country 12 years, and 
lie felt that his unsupported statement 
might not. have the effect of stopping a 
■rush, but if the Colonist widely circulat- 
ed his exposure of the Housefly fake, 
some of those who had Iveen at the scene 
of the find might write the truth to 
the press, and thus prevent a rush ia the 
spring which would only result in an- 
other black-eye. for British Columbia's 
mining reputation, and the -ruination of 
memy a prospector. If ins statement. to 
the 'Colonist was not supported by oth- 
ers, foe would perhaps save some from 
going to Horsefly in the spring, and that 
would be Sufficient incentive for him to 
condemn the diggings over his own 
name. 

IMr. 'Morrison came to .British 'Colum- 
bia from Cape Breton, nnd has. for the 
past tnvo or three years 'been mining in 
tho Klondike and Nome. He arrived in 
Vancouver from Cariboo this week. 

RiOSSdJANlD -SHIPMENTS. 

Lo Itoi Will .Increase Output to Eight 
Hundred Tons a. (Day, i 

ttossland, Feb. 15.— The management 
of the Lo Roi mine announces that for 
the immediate future at least, the pro- 
duction of the property will be increased 
to and maintained at 800 tons ]>er day. 
During the week closing tonight, the Le 
Hoi was the only mine to ship ore, on 
account of the stoppage of electric 
flower from the Bonnington Falls plcmt. 
The ILe Roi worked a night shift dur- 
ing the hours in which the power was 
larailalMe, and shipped 5,505 Itons, a' 
substantial increase over the previous 
week's shipments. Next week tho Lo 
Hoi No. 2 will ship close to 1,500 tons.

ERECTION OF 

SHINGLE MILLS 



Directly the Resultof Prohibiting 
the Export of Cedar 
Logs. 



From Our Own Correspondent. 

Vancouver, Feb. 35.— The telegraphic 
report appearing in Saturday's Colonist 
that one of the biggest shingle mills in 
America would .be erected on the iFowell 
estate near the .Sugar Refinery, hns ibeeu 
verified as correct. Construction will 
continence almost at once by the Hast- 
ings .Shingle Manufacturing company, 
better known as the MoNair company, 
it is claimed that the mill will range 
among the largest in the world, having <a 
capacity of 1,000,000 shingles per day, 
while scope will be allowed to increase' 
the capacity to 1,250,000 shingles per 
diem. The mill will he 250 feet long, 
nnd 00 feet wide. Its driving power will 
consist of four 00 by 10 boilers, and a 
pair of twin engines 20 by 24. The 
kilns will bo 152 Jong and S>S feet wide. 
The outfit will consist of 10 upright ma- 
chines, one 10-bloek, one shingle block 
fiower feed, and two hand machines. 
The mill itself Mill lie of modern type, 
with galvanized iron roof. 'Mr. Mc- 
Nair said in an interv'ow that the first 
pile will be driven next week. 'He stat- 
ed further that the company had. been 
considering the advisability of (building 
on the iSound, hut the act of the legis- 
lature in prohibiting tihe export of cedar 
logs, to the Sound decided them to build 
here. It was on the strength of the 
British Cofllimbla government adhering 
to that wise provision for the protection 
of tho industry, that induced them to 
erect the present, mill. Should the net 
be repealed they would lie forced to 
change their plans and very materially 
limit their capacity. 

,T. G. Scott, in an interview this even- 
ing, stated that tho new shingle mill; he 
was starting on Coal Harbor 'would have 
a capacity of 20/100,000 shingles a year. 
This will would have been erected in 
Seattle this winter but for the wise net 
of the government in prohibiting the ex- 
port of logs to the United States.

London; Feb. 15.— What the Saturday 
Review now terms Lord Crauborne's 
indiscretion," would doubtless havo 
brought upon the government severe 
criticism had not the Anglo-.I apa.nese? 
treaty diverted public attention, mid had 
not the alliance been generally regarded 
as a great stroke of diplomacy. As it 
is, the dispute has served to strain to a 
really serious point, the relations be- 
tween Gtt-eati Britain and Germany, 
which were none too harmonious prior 
to the first question ou the subject ask- 
ed by Henry Norman in the House of. 
Commons. 

Among diplomats in London, the eon- 
oversy is generally regarded as off-set- 
ting (benefits which had been privately 
termed '^England's coup in China." 

An influential member of the Spanish' 
diplomatic service, now here, said to a 
representative of .the Associated Press; 

Wo view the squabble .with consid- 
erable amusement, hut have no inten- 
tion of putting in an oar. Should we 
say Jill we know, our relations with 
several of tho European powers, which 
ire now quite satisfactory', might be 
seriously impaired. Moreover; we aro 
not in the heJjit of breaking the hard 
tnd fast laws of diplomatic secrecy. Wo 
are naturally pleased, however, that the 
affair has brought out the fact that we 
practically gave in to all tho conditions 
tended by the United (States, and. 
that our submission, on which the am- 
bassadors deliberated April 14, 1S0S, 
was suppressed." 

This allegation of the suppression o.f 
Spain's is-iibmissoin is also discussed at 
length in English official circles, where 
it is declared that unless a satisfactory 
explanation is forthcoming, the incident 
will be handed down to history as a 
repetition of .Prince Bismarck's action 
in .regard to the Ems despatch. 

There are indications that poor par- 
lors have .recently been exchanged bc- 
tween some of the European powers re- 
garding the Philippines, exactly for what 
purpose or with what prospect of ma- 
terializing into definite action ..it. irt .in.- ■ 
possible at present to say. However, 
the Associated Press is able to stria 
that there has recently been a keen re- 
crudescence of interest in Downing street 
lad at other chancelleries on the condi- 
tions prevailing in the Philippines', and 
the attitude of the United States' to- 
wards them. Whether this has; any 
connection with the Anglo-Japanese 
treaty is only a matter for surmise, 
but that an important international 
undercurrent exists in regard to tlie 
probable future status of these islands 
is undeniable. 

Berlin, Feb. 5.— After Lord Cran- 
borno's .reported statement of tho sub- 
ject in the British House of Commons, 
it is now generally recognized here, ex- 
cept in tlie extremely AnglopJiobe prces* 
that tho British government was not 
privy to Lord Pauneofote's action April 
14, 1S98. German government circles 
are now willing to concede this, though 
emphasizing the impossibility of Ger- 
many knowing that Lord iPauncefote- 
was acting .without instructions from his 
government, it being against all diplo- 
matic precedents for nn ambassador to 
make so important a proposition with- 
out instructions.

Girl Held For Killing of a New York' 
Man.

Brooks, a young commission merchant 
of this city, was found dying in a room 
in the Glen Island hotel, West and Cort- 
andf. streets last midnight, and after 
his death, several hours later in a hos- 
pital, the police were notified and took 
in charge Florence d5urn.s, a Brooklyn 
girl to whom Brooks had for some time 
been paying attention. She will prob- 
ably be arraigned in court tomorrow 
morning. A negro bell boy identified 
the girl as one who came to the hotel 
with Brooks, but .Miss Burns denies she 
was the one, and declares that She met 
Brooks Qjt h.is place of business early 
b'riday morning, leaving him at 0:110 
o'clock to go to her home in Brooklyn. 
The certainty, however, is that Brooka 
and some young women went to the 
Glofr ilsland early Friday evening, reg- 
istering us "J. Wilson and wile." it 
was midnight when the bell hoy smelleil 
gas in one of the hallways. Brook's 
room wan 'broken into, and 'he .was found 
' tg :'j(.toss Uie .bed, unconscious,- and 
gas was pouring from the burners. Doc- 
tor Sweeney was summoned aud noticed 
what 'lie thought was in simple cut ou. 
the .back of the head. Later he dis- 
covered it was a ballet 'wound, and 
Brooks' removal to a hospital followed. 
The girl was arrested at her Brooklyn 
honi'!. At the police station she did not 
flinch at the examination through- which 
she was put, maintaining she did not 
spend the night wltfi Brooks. The boll., 
boy, however, picked her out from three 
women lined up before him as the one 
who had beeirnt the hotel. Dr. Sweeney, 
in the police court, put aside the theory 
of self-murder, there being no powder 
marks around the spot where the bullet 
entered tlie head of Brooks.

Will Have Speed of Eighteen 
Knots And Have Double 
Bottom.

The announcement mode by the Colo- 
nist some tiiuL- tiffo that a fast steamer 
to ply between Victoria and Vancouver 
was to bo built in England for the C. 
J"*. R. has proved to be correct. Oapt. 
Troup, manager of the C. P. X. com- 
pany, has announced that a contract has 
.been awarded to Swan & .Hunter of 
kSovvi-astle-on-Tyne, for the construction 
of an 18 knot -.steamer of the dimensions 
already described. The steamer will 
ha,ve oil iron hull, and a double bottom, 
(She will have twin screws, and be 'mod- 
elled and furnished on the nn^t approved 
pattern, being specially designed for the 
ferry service between Victoria and Van- 
couver, a route upon which the Charmer 
has been so long in service. 

Tlio new ferry steamer is to be deliv- 
ered at the yards of the [British tsliip- 
btiildens next winter, and rwill then be 
brought around the Horn to Victoria. 
Chief Engineer Richardson, superinten- 
dent engineer of the C. I*. It. steamers, 
-will leave at once for Xewcastle-on- 
Tyne to superintend the work of build- 
ing the steamer. The report that the 
contract for the building <of the new 
■steamer had been ^warded has been cur- 
rent In this city since Thursday, hut 
had been denied. 

; The negotiations for a now Empress 
liner and a new steamer 'for the 'Skdg- 
"way run are wtill ibeing carried on, and 
the company is continually in corres- 
pondence with the shipbuilders of Can- 
ada, 'Britain, and the United States re- 
garding tenders and prices for the pro- 
jected etenpners. A report is current in 
this connection that negotiations arc in 
progress on the Atlantic coast for the 
purchase or a steamer for the Skagway 
route, but the report cannot ibe verified. 
The Empress liner, for which money was 
appropriated at the annual meeting nf 
the C. P. It., drill no doubt bedmilt. An- 
other projected steamer of the Ideal navi- 
gation company is for the route from 
Victoria to Nans and -way ports. Plans 
Ijce being prepared for this steamer, us 
"was told in Che Colonist: some days ago, 
hut it [his not yet been definitely decided 
to build the steamer. This boat will be 
a wooden vessel, with two decks, and 
single screw, built specially for the re- 
quirements of the service. 

With the new steamers of the C. P. 
N. company, and other new vessels be- 
ing built and projected for the British 
Columbia coast and Skaigway service, 
there 'will he. many new .steamers in ser- 
vice in British Columbia waters before 
long. The steamer Venture, a freight- 
ing steamer of a novel model on this 
goast, is being built on the upper 'harbor 
at the yards of the Victoria Machinery 
iDepot, after plans . which havo been 
described in these columns. A line new 
titeriiwhoel steamer is to bo built at the 
same ynrtls for the Hudson's Buy com- 
pany for service on the iSkeena and Stik- 
ine rivers, and there is talk of another 
large passenger steamer to be built for 
The iSkngway trade, but nothing detinito 
has yet been decided in this regard.

iDonald. The trio formed a salvage 
party bound to the scene of the wreck 
of the steamer Bertha at Jvwakume 
point. Accompanying them was Capt. 
Turner of San Francisco, the represen- 
tative of some of the underwriters carry- 
ing risks on the Bertha. Before leaving 
ifor the North, Capt. Carroll sa,id, "I'm 
going north to take a look at the Bertha. 
If she looks good to me, we will try to 
float her. Otherwise the underwriters 
can have her." Before leaving this port 
permits were obtained for the employ- 
ment of such tug assistance as neces- 
sary, which permits were .necessitated 
by the fact that the wreck lies in British 
waters and none but a British vessel can 
he used to wreck her. The Bertha is in- 
sured for $50,000. Other passengers 
who wont up on the Cottage City were:

Tress System on Alaskan Liners Now 
Abolished. 

All the steamship companies operating 
V '^'"'.'heastern Alaska, including the 
g? nst Steamship company, the 
£J nt tenmshlp company, the Hum- 
Ijoldt Steamship company and the Cana- 
dian Pacific Navigation company, havo 
abolished the pass privilege. At a meet- 
ing of the general association held in 
Seattle recently, the move was decided 
upon 'as the only remedy for the abnso 
ot ho pass and special rate custom. 

Hie circulars announcing the decision 
mere 'mailed from the head office of the 
-Waskan Steamship association to all the 
agents of the companies concerned It 
is endorsed by all the corporations; and 
there is ou.y one unimportant exception 
to the general refusal to extend the 
special privileges which have heretofore 
been granted. Bona fide preachers, up- 
on presenting proper credentials showing 
that they are to act in their ministerial 
capacity at some point in 'Alaska, can 
get ticket's at: the old two-thirds rate. 
Outside of this there is no person who 
can secure passage on any of the 
steamers at one cent less than tho pre- 
vailing first and ■second class rates. 

NEW LAKE STEAMER. 

Capt. Troup Will Inspect tho York on 
Okanagan Lake. 

Tho official inspection and trial trip 
of the now C. P. It. steamer York, now 
on Okanagan lake, will take place next 
week. Capt. Troup, general superin- 
tendent of the C. P It. coastwise boats, 
and '.Air.

BRADSTREET'S REPORT. 

Toronto, Feb. 14.— Fine cold winter weath- 
er bus stimulated trade in seasonable lines 
at Montreal and helped retailers to clean 
up stocks, even to the extent of compelling 
some to send In orders to the wholesalers 
to meet current demands. Travelers .on the 
road with spring samples are meeting with 
encouraging success and the volume of 
business for February, which opened a 
trltle quiet, promises to show by tho first 
of March fully as large an amount of busi- 
ness booked ns for the same month In any 
previous year. Northwest orders are num- 
erous and large and heavy shipments of 
goods will soon be going forward to tbe 
West. There is also a good demand for 
staples from the eastern provinces. Values 
of staple goods are being generally well 
maintained. Money Is In good demand for 
the ordinary purposes of trade, and rates 
are steady. 

At Toronto this week an Increase In the 
number of orders Is reported In some de- 
partments of trade. The more settled con- 
ditions in tlio country, ■ stock-taking being 
over, have enabled retailers to devote In- 
creased attention to goods for the coming 
season. Tbe placing order trade, which 
has been very satisfactory so far, will go 
on till the firiit of next month, nnd promis- 
es to be heavy during the next two weeks. 
An' Increased number of retailers are this 
season taking advantage of the discounts 
offered by the jobbers. Values are being 
well maintained, both by the manufacturers 
and tho wholesale trade. 

Business at Hamilton continues to de- 
velop further activity, especially in spring 
goods. Some large orders nre being receiv- 
ed and jobbers have every reason to be 
well satisfied with the result of travelers* 
efforts since the first of the year. Some 
fair-sized shipments have already been 
mnde to various parts of the Dominion. 
The prospects for the season's trade nre 
exceedingly promising. 

In Pacific Const trade circles business Is 
only moderately active. The rctallerB are 
ordering for the spring and nre taking n 
comparatively cheerful view of the out- 
look for business. The conditions of trade 
for the future, however, can only lie de- 
veloped as tlie season advances, nnd In the 
meantime there Is n disposition towards 
conservatism in discounting the future. 
Payments nre only fair. 

Business nt London is fair for this sensrin. 
The cold weather Is helping traders to get 
rid of their stocks of heavy goo<is.

ON WALL STREET. 

Xew York, Pel). 15.— An exceedingly er- 
ratic movement of Metropolitan Street Rail- 
way confused speculation in today's stock 
market, and discouraged activity elsewhere 
In the market. The large scope of the plan 
announced and the large resources demand- 
ed for carrying them out, caused some ap- 
prehension, as wns seen by tbe break In 
the stock to below 108. after nn opening 
advance of over a point. This nnd tbe dis- 
quietude over tho threatened enforcement 
of the tax on call loan collaterals, caused 
some sharp declines In the market, nnd re- 



cessions of half a point in some of the 
prominent stocks. There was a rally be- 
fore the appearance of the bank statement 
and a renewed decline after its appearance. 
Metropolitan Street Railway was then 
taken vigorously in hand and marked up to 
1% over last night's last price. Amalgam- 
ated Copper also became very strong and 
moved up 2%. The combined movement 
drove the shorts to cover, elsewebere tbe 
market rallied, wiping out tbe Important 
part of the losses. Manhattan rose a point 
over last night. There was a further Jump 
of live points In Burlington, Cedar Rapids 
& Northern, making 17 points In three 
days. Union Bag preferred gained three 
points. The Street was prepared for a 
further expansion of loans, and was ap- 
parently relieved that it was no larger than 
$18, 409,700. But the hope of a gain in cash 
was disappointed and tbe decline. SC.2tl.100, 
In that Item, raised tho question wbothor 
the return llow of currency to Chicago nnd 
Interior points is Imminent. The market 
closed quite active and llrm at the rally. In 
the curb market there were snles of Metro- 
politan securities when Issued nt 110. and 
the bid price was advanced to llfi. There 
were sales of the subscription rights at 
and 10.

have styled himself "Conservative 
T |L«ider" We can readily understand 
that many people 'would like to see n 
recognized leader for ithe political party 
with which they are associated, but 
there ds only one way known to British 
institutions by which a lender can he 
secured, and that is by same one display* 
ing •such qualities that the party will be 
satisfied to he led by him. i 

'Let ils itake a case exactly in point. 
Mr. 1!. h. Borden was chosen after the 
lust Dominion election by the Conserva- 
tives rtn (Parliament as their Parliamen- 
tary leader, but it would ho Quite iueor- 
rerit to describe him as the Conservative 
(Loader of Canada. No one would. claim 
that Sir Charles Tapper, Mr. Foster, and 
others, whose names can readily he re- 
called, are followers of Mr. Borden. The 
rank and" tile of the Conservative Party 
throughout the Dominion \\o not ac- 
knowledge Mr. Borden as their leader. 
(Ali join in recognizing him as the 
parliamentary leader of the party, and 
the Liberals do the same, but he has yet 
to demonstrate those qualities .which will 
ensure him the leadership of the party 
throughout the country. It does not 
even follow that a man becomes the 
leader of a party because he is made pre- 
jbiicr. Thus 'when in 18C6 Peter Mitchell 
was called upon to form a government 
in New Brunswick, he took in 'S. .L. Til- 
ley, and the latter was at once recognized 
as the leader of .the Confederate Party. 
(Very much more recently we find a larj 
body of the Conservatives declining to 
recognize the readership of Sir Charted 
Tapper, 'although he was both Premier 
and Parliamentary leader. Edward 
tPlake was Parliamentary Leader of the 
(Liberals, and many putty conventions 
declared their confidence in him as 
party leader. .But .Mr. Bluke was never 
accented by the rank and tile of the Lib 
orals as their leader in the sense that 
the 'Conservatives accepted Sir John 
/Macdonald, and the Liberals now accept 
Sir Wilfrid Launiof. In dealing with 
federal politics, the Liberals a.t Vancou- 
ver took the correct course. They de- 
clared i heir confidence in Sir Wilfrid 
liaurier as leader of their party. NeStbe'r 
they nor any other convention ever chose 
Sir Wilfrid as leader. 
■ The place where the honor and re- 
sponsibility of leadership are to be gain- 
ed is cither on the 'hustings during an 
election campaign or on t he floors of 
parliament, or leadership .may be 
the result of some specific act. 
iKo'r further illustration, let us 
refer to Roscbery's case. He recent- 
ly .made what 'was expected to be. an im- 
portant speech, and which was import- 
ant, 'although not sensational. That 
speech may yet result in his becoming 
the leader of the British Liberals; but 
be will never he chosen for the position 
by a convention or even by a parliament 
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ffrial Shipments. Smelter Tests. 
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tary caucus. N lle will become leader, if 
at all, by a process of natural 68lectiouj 
It is 'possible that at some day in Brit* 
ish Columbia some man may make a 
speech' in which he will take such a 
positiou that he .Trill at once become a 
political loader, aud if any one should 
do so, the fact that any convention chose 
another man for leader would drop .out 
of sight. 

The leadership of a political party con- 
templates that the party shall follow 
the leader, not simply in matters of or- 
ganization, but in dts treutmcnt of pub- 
lic questions, and it is the rankest folly 
to suggest that any number of independ- 
ent individuals will surrender their views 
■and make them subservient to those of 
u person who may he able in some way 
to secure a majority vote in a conven- 
tion, which may or may not be represent- 
ative. These observations are not in- 
tended to have any special reference to 
Mr. Martin, but only to the general sub- 
ject of political leadership.

TH 10 A LT B U X AT I YE. 

A correspondent, who expresses, ap- 
proval of what the Colonist said last 
Sunday about keeping hoys off the street 
at night, asks what we have to suggest 
as an alternative for out-of-door 
ments. The question is not an easy one 
to answer, for so much depends upon 
the individuals concerned. Parents 
insist bring their own common sense to 
bear in each Case. Teachers can exer- 
cise a very powerful influence over boys. 
The great thing to get into a boy's mind 
is a due appreciation of manliness and 
lienor. Every child ought to be taught 
'the meanness pi lying as a foundation. 
If the idea that it is mean and unmanly 
to do a thing which they .would not he 
willing to acknowledge is engrafted on 
a boy's mind, a good foundation will be 
laid. Teach boys self-respect. Get into 
their minds at an early day that they are 
individuals, with individual reputations 
to .maintain. Teach them that the test 
of an notion is not whether or not other 
hoys do it, but whether they can make 
it square with manliness. 

But this is elementary -and abstract. 
What our correspondent asked for was 
something specific. Again we say that 
hero the (individuality of the parents 
comes in. It does not take hoys long to 
become acquainted with the irregularities 
of their fathers, and advice given with 
the best intentions is often -discounted 
by reason of the source from which it 
emanates. The fathers of young boys 
owe them a duty, namely, to interest 
themselves in the affairs of. their boys, 
to direct their amusements as well as 
their studies, to find out what* they are 
learning when. not at school or at home. 
This entails responsibility and perhaps a 
good deal of trouble; but it will pay. The 
relations between hoys and their fathers 
ought to be much more confidential than 
they .are. This might entail greater cir- 
cumspection on the part of some fathers; 
but probably they would not be any the 
worse for that. 

But this is not what our correspondent 
wnntedi and his question may be best 
answered by reference to some things 
existing in 'Victoria, namely, the athletic 
clubs. Something corresponding to these 
ought to be provided for our lioys. No 
one expects a boy to want to sit in the 
house over the lire every winter's night 
and read improving literature. He ought 
to do this often, because it is an essential 
part of good training to cultivate the 
habit of lookiug at home for pleasure. 
But boys are gregarious. They like to 
be with other boys, ami they do not al- 
ways want to he under the eye of their 
parents. This is perfectly natural, and 
is not of itself objectionable. Therefore 
hoys' organizations for legitimate pur- 
poses should be encouraged. In these c\ 
healthy tone of public opinion iu the 
boys' world is cultivated. They do not 
turn out saints, but they do prevent in 
a great majority of cases the acquiring 
of had habits. They turn out fine, manly 
fellows, who look out upon the world, 
clear-eyed and .with honest hearts. 

We recall the case of a teacher, long 
since gone to his rest, who never was 
able to see a fight in the school yard as 
long as the hoys stood up man-fashion 
and settled their differences with their 
fists; but it was surprising how quickly 
he saw one, if there was any foul play 
going on. Thus lie developed a sound pub- 
he opinion in the school on the subject 
of .fighting, so that if a new hoy should 
use anything but his fists, he could only 
regain standing among his fellows by 
showing that he really was a decent 
fellow, aud only made a mistake throngh 
ignorance. Some one may ask if it would 
not have been better to have taught the 
boys never to fight, but we answer that 
this teacher taught a boys' school, not 
one composed of Little Lord Euuntloroys. 
His idea was to take the boys' disposi- 
tions as he found them, to recognize that 
there are things which cannot he wholly 
prevented, and to cultivate a sound pub- 
lic opinion in regard to these unprevent- 
ablo things. There were few fights in 
that school, because fighting was a .seri- 
ous matter. It meant take off your 
coat; toe the lino and hit fair. This is 
only told to illustrate what we mean by 
the development of a sound public opin- 
ion among boys. The same end can be 
reached by the encouragement of organ! 
zittion among hoys for legitimate pur- 
poses. It is true that this remedy can 
not very well he applied in the ease of 
very young lads, say those of eight or 
ten years of age; but it is to be remem- 
bered that these 'are generally led astray 
by boys older than themselves, and if 
the latter are trained. in manliness, tlte 
former are pretty safe to follow in their 
steps. 

This article may not be wholly satis- 
factory to our 'correspondent, but the 
subject is, as we have said, a very diffi- 
cult one, 'and much depends upon the in- 
dividuals in every .case. We have not 
spoken of the matter of home .amuse- 
ments, which is very important. Home 
should hi" something piore to boys than 
a place to eat and sleep in; but this is 
a point upon which we have no right to 
speak specifically. We know that our 
article of last Sunday aroused a good 
deal of interest, and hope that this will 
contribute something towards the solu- 
tion of n problem in which we all must 
feel the liveliest interest.

THE FOUNTAIN OP YOUTH. 

Ponce do Leon in 1414 received a com- 
mission from the King of Spain to oc- 
cupy the land of iBimini and Florida 
We do not know much about Bimini 
The Indians of the West Indies told tin 
Spaniards about it, and said that it was 
a land to the north, where there was a 
fountain of eternal youth. Ponce 
pears to have been under the impression 
that this mysterious fountain could not 
be very far away. He made diligent 
search for it, but, as we all know, to no 
purpose, except to add to the knowledge 
of the country. Do Soto and other ex- 
plorers set out on the same quest, but 
with tho same results. They found 
nothing that could by. any stretch of the 
imagination ho called a Fountain of 
Youth. It appenrs that the Indians for 
many centuries before Columbus came 
wero accustomed to go in search of this 
Fountain. It is interesting to note that 
the myth relating to such a fountain is 
common to the people of India and 
Oceania, as 'well as to' the aboriginal In- 
habitants of North America. There .may 
be some doubt as to whether such stories 
are wholly myths. There exist in more 
than one locality Streams of water, 
whoso effect upon health is remarkable. 
One of these is in the northern part of 
the State of New York, and while.no one 
pretends that its waters restore use, 
there seems to he little doubt about the 
fact that they arrest decay of the vital 
powers, not indefinitely, of course, but 
for a very considerable time. There is 
also an Pennsylvania, if we remember 
correctly, a stream to bathe in which, 
it is alleged, on what appears to Ik? good 
authority, has a marvelous effect beue- 
ificiaily upon health. Both these cases 
seem to be fully supported by evidence. 
It may be that the fame of these streams 
was known to the Indians of the West 
Indies, and if such waters exist in Am- 
erica they may also be found in other 
parts of the 'world. 

We incline to the idea, however, that 
the mythical Fountains of Youth to be 
found in the North are simply a part of 
the world-wide traditions which assign 
so many remarkable tilings to that por- 
tion of the globe. The idea that man- 
kind lived to a much greater age in by- 
gone times than now is not confined to 
any people. The Fifth Chapter of 
Genesis contains a list of names of peo- 
ple whose lives were measured by hun- 
dreds of years. Seth lived eight hun- 
dred years, 'Knos nine hundred and live, 
and Methuselah had nine hundred and 
sixty-nine years to his credit when he 
died, .while Father Noah, the last 
of the Antediluvians, so to speak, 
•managed to prolong his life for nine hun- 
dred years, and his several sons contrived 
to exist in vigorous fashion 'for several 
Centuries. Hut there are other tradi- 
tions than these of greatly prolonged 
life preserved by other nations. An ef- 
fort is made to explain away those re- 
markable ages, but it is quite in keep- 
ing with other traditions to suppose that 
at a remote period in the history of man 
kind conditions of life were so much 
more favorable than they have been 
since the beginning of historical times, 
that the average duration of life was 
much greater then than since. If this 
was tho <cnse, there is nothing surprising 
in tlie existence of a wide-spread myth 
in a Fountain of Youth. Its location to 
tho North is quite consistent with the 
Chinese, Hindu, Persian and Egyp- 
tian tradition, which assigned the 
original home of man to the 
circum-Polar regions. The myth- 
ical Fountain is of interest because it 
shows that almost the whole of mankind 
have some common recollection that can 
be host described as a spring of water 
capable of arresting the hand of death 
While no satisfactory explanation if 
possible, the simple fact that millions of 
people, in widely separated regions and 
throughout many centuries, have believed 
it, is something worthy of thought, for 
we may depend upon it that these tradi- 
tions have some foundation, although it 
may be utterly unlike the story that has 
been preserved. 



The Colonist has received a new maga- 
zine devoted to demonstrating that the 
world is not a globe at nil, but really 
Hat. One of the writers in it is of tho 
opinion that the Antarctic explorations 
will show that the .flat surface .which 
we inhabit is surrounded by a great wail 
of ice.

.Sir,— Your article on February 12th 
"about a signature, to my mind lias not 
the right sound. Lord Salisbury, Sir John

whom you might have mentioned, must 
have been chosen by their supporters as 
leaders or else they (as you make us be- 
lieve) forced themselves Into the positions 
occupied by them by tlie same objection- 
able methods which you and others Imagine 
vou see in Joseph -Martin.

A company of nautical and naval folk 
saw for the first time yesterday how the 
bulkhead doors of the mighty North 
German liner Kronprinz Wilhelm may 
bo closed by the mere movement of a 
little lever by an officer on the ship's 
bridge in case of a collision. There are 
nineteen of these doors in the submerged 
part of the ship, connecting various com- 
partments and they close from above, 
descending like sleel curtains. Tlie 
doors are cogged vertically in the centre. 
They may be closed by a wheel operating 
gearing; also the gearing may be thrown 
off so that: the doors will descend by their 
own weight. The other -way of closing 
or opening them demonstrated yesterday, 
is by hydraulic pressure, regulated from 
the bridge. 

Tn the absence of Captain Stdermer, 
who was slightly ill. Chief Oilicer AVolt- 
cmns and the line's onshore skipper. 
Captain Frank Presbrey, worked the 
lever, -which is ia a box just aft of tho 
■wheeJhouso on the bridge. 'One move- 
ment of the lever was enough to close 
all the doors, and the electric bulbs in 
the many compartments of a miniature 
plan of the ship nn the after wall of the 
wheelhouse showed by their glow, thnt 
the doors were c'osed. The impact or tho 
doors with their sills caused the little 
lamps to burn. Another movement of 
the lover sent the doors up again and 
the lights went out. 

For twenty seconds after the doors 
started downwards warning electric bells 
sounded, enabling all hands in the en- 
gineer's departments to get out safely. 
In one minute ami a half after the

This is what 
puzzles tile novice. He see.s u St. 'Ber- 
nard clothed with flesh, nild a grey- 
hound Which appears to him to be noth- 
ing but ibofies and muscles, and both, 
be may be told, are in first class show 
condition. Faeli breed has- its peculiar- 
ity, and while there is a certain amount 
of flesh required to show off the animal's 
contour to the best advantage, overfeed- 
ing i'li any breed is to be condemned, 
lho condition in which cattle 'and pigs 
are shown at our agricultural shows is 
not that required in any breed of dobs 
St. Bernards, Mastiffs, and some of the 
largo breeds, in which size is a point of 
groat value, may be ehown in a hh.'!ier 
condition than a Collie or «i Terrier 
which '-ought always to appear in the 
ring hi a supple condition, in order to 
display his activity to the best ituva'il- 
Overfeeding in any breed is not 
only detrimental to the (health of the 
dog but is very often the cause of 
« orihty in the bitches. 'IW ought to 
>e always « certain amount of condition 
f Hie dog id to be maintained in good 
health, ;wid he a pleasure to his owner 
and if he has been regularly fed, groom- 
ed, and exercised, and his kennel kept 
scrupulously clean, it -will be no very 
difficult task to make him .spic and span 
for the show ring. But ia dog cannot bo 
put into condition or made ready for 
a show at a day's notice, if he (has been 
previously neglected. If dogs are in- 
tended- for show, they must have strict 
attention paid them from the hour of 
their birth.

Ho was charged with ono or 
two presents from King Edward VII 
to the Emperor Menelik, and his chief 
mission rwas, in co-operation with Ma- 
jor Hanbury-Tracy, to see that Mene 
lik's army acted in intelligent concert 
with the British Camel Corps under 
Colonel ISwayne. 

Ono fine morning in the spring of 
this year I stood with Major Hanbury- 
Tracy on a grassy slope in Abyssinia, 
five miles out of Harrar, to watch the 
approach of Ras Makoniien and his 
army into the town. 

The day was just breaking, and 
across a purple mist that lay in the 
valley below us, like a dividing line, 
I could see on the opposite slopes 
numerous moving specks of white. 
As the sau rose higher, its dazzling 
rays seemed to bridge the distance, and 
the specks three miles away became 
a vast restless camp of human beings. 

All about us, and stretching far 
along the road back to Harrar, were 
throngs of natives rushing excitedly 
to .meet the approaching cavalcade. 

'Suddenly tho distant camp broke 
and formed into line— which I after- 
wards know to be a mile in length— 
and began its march towards us. First 
to arrive was u group of girls, half 
clad and wild, chanting songs that 
never had a tune. Then eame a 
troop of sixty horsemen, who. heedless 
of the throng, pushed their way hith- 
er and thither, dashing in and out over 
ground that would have made even 
the most reckless liunter pause. 

For one brief instant it seemed as if 
we would be stampeded by their mad 
onward rush, but with marvelous skill 
they swerved in time, passing so close 
that wo could see every detail of their 
strange, fantastic garb. Bare of 
head and feet, and (fierce of face, with 
breeches made of cotton cloth that 
fitted tight about the ankles but grew 
looser at their thighs, and their bodies 
swathed in gay silk blouses, over 
which hung jackets made of lions' 
skins, they made a wondrous picture. 

The very horses they bestrode, finely 
bred animals, with gorgeous trap- 
pings, appeared to realize and to re- 
joice in the tine show they made as 
they flew past, urged at top speed 
by their riders, who, regardless of the 
crowd, and of all the rules of cau- 
tions horsemanship, hurled darts at one 
another witli atartlingly unerring aim, 
each man warding off the missies 
that came his way by catching them 
on the raiw-hide, silver-embossed shield 
which ho carried. 

By now the sun was high in the 
sky, and, as though to complete the 
bizarre picture, there rose a fleeting 
cloud that rolled along between us 
and tho light, and threw a portentous 
shadow, scurrying down the distant 
hills and over all the snake-like army, 
until, passing over our heads, it sped 
on to point the way to some far goal 
beyond. 

Following after the meteor-like dart- 
throwing horsemen came lines of 
sedate-looking mules laden with ele- 
phant and rhinoceros tusks, and after 
these some 200 men, evidently of much 
importance; for, borno in front of 
such, were long poles from the tops 
of which dangled elephants' tails and 
shaggy fragments of lions' manes, de- 
noting in each man's case the animals 
ho had killed. 

About tho forehead of these men 
wero bound bands of red and yellow 
silk, indicating other and more dis- 
tinguished deeds, aud all were shouting 
and singing ballads of their own prow- 
ess. 

To add to tho pandemonium neces- 
sary to satisfy the savage spirit, a 
band of twenty drummers, each with 
two drums tied in front of him on his 
mule, camo pounding by, putting into 
the r work, ti vigor and a technique all 
their owu, 

'Next a troop of horsemen gaily 
caparisoned and armed with swords, 
Shields and breech-loading rifles, and 
bearing pennons of green and yellow" 
ami carmine; their chiefs "or leaders 
Wjsa distinguished by cloaks of varied 
richness and color— purple, green, or 
scarlet predominated— a nd all elabor- 
ately covered with gold and silver 

tilllgree. 

A little spaco, and there appeared 
a kindly, placid, benignant looking 
man of tine intellectual face and dig- 
nified bearing, hut thin and worn. 
His coat was of plain; black velvet, 
beneath which shone a scarlet shirt, 
with nether garments of tho custom- 
ary cool and. spotless white. A' heaver 
hat, also black, completed the cos- 
tume. 

No one could doubt who was the 
central figure of all this pageant, as, 
flanked on either side by patriarchial 
chiefs, and followed by a swarm of 
courtiersi he rode as one whoso very 
presence meant some mystic good to 
all this dusky multitude. 'Regardless 
of hoofs and of clubs, laid on with no 
gentle force, the people fought their 
way up close to him, making frantic 
efforts to kiss his hand, his foot, his 
robe, his horse, or, failing those, •even the 
ground beneath him. 

Catching sight of us he paused, dis- 
mounted, and came forward to hid us 
welcome, and to invite us to ride be- 
sido him. 

So it hnppencd that we were with 
tho great Ras Makoniien, cousin too 
the Emperor Menelik, when he brought 
Ins bride in state to her new home' in 
tlarrar. 

Talking pleasantly through an' in- 
terpreter we found that he took a deep 
interest in tho impressions wo had form- 
ed of his country, and bo -made many 
courteous inquiries regarding the pleas- 
ure we took in tho capital. 

As we neared the outlying circular, 
conical. ■ thatched houses, wo passed 
the Soudanese guard, under Comte 
(nitbourgere, who has so patiently and 
| successfully trained them, and soon 
1 arterwards out- own Somali escort, 
who smartly presented arms. 

On either side of the broad, grassy 
road long lines of isohliers extended 
as far as the town gates, where, on a 
square of brilliant turf, was spread a 
Carpet, Here the Has was met by the 
chiefs of his priesthood, with whom 
he spent fivo minutes in conversation, 
afterwards remounting and pnssing on, 
still between long lines of Abyssinian 
warriors, who, with broad red bands 
around their wrists." and with gay 
pennons placed at intervals down their 
line, guarded the path of his approach, 
and bowed to the ground as he pas- 
sed. 

Tho bride— a child of thirteen years 
—had made her way almost as rapidly, 
but with a sepnratc. escort of her owii, 
and now appeared upon the scene on 
a gaily decked mule. 

To the thunder of a salute of 21 can- 
non, a relic of tho days when Major 
Hunter was in charge of Harrar after 
its abandonment by the Egyptians in 
18S5— she disappeared (within the city 
gates. Aa she did so the long lines of 
soldiers fired a feu-do-joie — with ball car- 
tridge, bo it noted— but fortunately no

From Saturady Review. 

Two or three Canadian recruits were 
recently discussing the relations between 
Canada and England, when somebody 
asked a question as to the effect of the 
campaign on the minds of those who had 
never crossed the Atlantic in their lives, 
•and whose knowledge of Great Britain 
was principally derived from the news- 
papers. "You will see," answered one 
who had already served a year and a 
half and was anxious to go out again, 
"'that practically every man of them will 
•return as a missionary to further the 
'cause of Imperial unity. I know what 
happened to the native-born Westerner 
last time. He went out with the idea 
that the average Old Countryman was 
his inferior, menially and physically. 
Then he found that the ordinary ranker 
could march nil day, and turn up smil- 
ing at the end of it; just as tit and cheer- 
ful as if he had been bred on the prairie. 
On the other hand, the regulars discov- 
ered that, in some points, we had the 
pull over them; our eyesight was better 
trained; we were handier at getting a 
•wagon out or a tight place; or yanking 
up Eenceposts that were wanted in a hur- 
ry; or in all sorts of little emergencies 
that are constantly cropping up when 
troops are on the march. Now this in- 
crease in mutual respect is a direct 1 re- 
sult of the war, because, although in- 
dividually English immigrants get on all 
right with Canadians, there is no deny- 
ing that generally the Canadians are apt 
to suspect the Englishman's efficiency', 
■mental and bodily, not his honesty. In 
their dealings with Americans the ex- 
act reverse is the case. They will 
watch a Yankee very closely to see that 
lit» does not get the better of them, but 
they do not doubt his capacity. In fact, 
iu one sense they respect him more, and 
this is not to be wondered at, when we 
remember the tone of the Canadian 
daily papers." 

Only they who live or have lived in 
Canada will bo able to gauge the full 
significance of the reference to the Can- 
adian newspaper. All the cable news 
printed in the Dominion journals pass- 
es through United States channels and, 
as a member of the House of Commons 
said recently, "gets considerably mud- 
dier in the process." Tho ordinary trav- 
eler may cross Canada and hardly be- 
come aware of the fact. He will be 
conscious of an uneasy feeling that af- 
fairs at home are not going as they 
should; that England is rapidly losing 
ca.-.te in the eyes of the world at large; 
that, her statesmen are daily making 
mistakes in their public utterances; and 
that her government machinery is hope- 
lessly out of gear. He will also bo a 
little astonished to find that the people 
of England are paying a good deal more 
attention to public opinion in the -United 
States than he had ever realized when 
he was in England. But the impres- 
sion will wear away after he has left 
the cpuutryj and he will conclude that 
it was duo to some transient circutn 
stance. Englishmen permanently settled 
in Canada know how much more there is 
in it than tho traveler imagines; Amer- 
ican items and American views appear 
daily in Canadian papers under the head- 
ing of "Xews from the Old Country.' 
It is not the fault of the editors, win 
do the best they can with the material 
at their disposal, but tho prevailing tone 
of the comment on public affairs is one 
of sour dissatisfaction and petulant 
criticism; while, according to the corre 
spondent, the gratitude of the British 
public for the slightest token of ordinal 
good feeling on the part of the United 
States becomes almost hysterical in its 
effusiveness. The rancher, .whose fond 
ness for the English turf is still .strong 
in his new home, is disgusted to find that 
the result of "every . little, selling plate 
won by an American jockey is cabled 
over at length.- while he has to wait two 
or three weeks to hear the judge's ver- 
dict on some big event in which lie is 
strongly interested. His wife is a lit 
tie surprised to learn that the only con- 
spicuous figures at drawing-rooms and at 
all prominent social events, are invari- 
ably- the wives and daughters of Ameri- 
can millionaires. If there is any form 
of athletic contest to be decided in the 
States or in Great Britain where Am- 
erican .competitors. are engaged, then all 
England is waiting breathless for the re- 
sult. "News" from England sometimes 
consists' ' of 'long extracts from anony- 
mous American politicians on the Boer 
war, the commercial news is largely Am- 
erican, and everything is looked at 
through Democratic-American spectacles. 
If the effect produced qu the mind of the 
Englishman settled in Canada is ono of 
resentment and irritation, that on the 
future generation of native-born Can- 
adians is likely to be more sorious and 
even disastrous. For the pride , that a 
colony takes in her mother country is 
largely a matter of tradition, and 'the 
tradition .fostoml in the Canadian news- 
papers is that the friendship of the re- 
public is better than the ties of Empire,

According to the latest return. Engineer- 
| lug states that the total Import trade of 
Hongkong amounted to 2,'i,'.!or> vessels, of 
8,020,01-1 tons, carrying 0,342,138 tons of 
cargo, of which 4,108,380 tons were dis- 
charged at Hongkong. This does not Include 
the local junk trade. The net increase of 
Imports for the year amounted to 422,717 
tons. In -exports, however, there was a 
decrease of 70,000 tons. There has been 
a great Increase . Jn tho amount of sugar 
Imported. There are no mines In the col- 
ony; but there at'e granite quarries situat- 
ed at Slianklwan ntid Kowloon. the output 
of which, during the year under review, 
was valued at S-15,000, and SSO.000 respect- 
ively. The industries of the colony Include 
dock work, launch-bulldilng, boat-building, 
cement manufacturing, papermnklng, sugar 
refining, brick and tllcmnklng. ropeniaklng, 
lroafoundlng, bollcrmaltlng, glass manufac- 
ture, vermilion manufacture, and opium 
boiling. The building of steam launches 
proceeds apace, nearly 100 having been 
constructed during the year; and the gov- 
ernor Questions If, in any part of the world, 
better or cheaper steam launches are built 
than those turned out in Hongkong. The 
extension of the bollermaklng trade, duo 
to this expansion of steamboat building, 
Is now forcing itself on .the attention of the 
authorities, by complaints of the nuisance 
created by bollermakers who hnve set up 
their noisy business In quiet quarters of 
the town; and proceed to prosecute it day 
and night; so that It may be found neces- 
sary to contino this trade to a particular 
quarter. The dock accommodation Is 
Bo largely Increased in the near future. 
Messrs. rtutterflehl and Swire have bought 
a large area and propose to build largo 
docks on It, one of which will be capable 
of taking In tho largest ftliln now afloat. 
The Hongkong and Whnmpoa Dock com- 
pany have applied .for an additional area, 
upon which It proposes to add another dry 
dock of equally large proportions; and as 
the na-vnl yard extension now progressing 
Includes at least one more dry dock of suit- 
able capacity, the docking facilities of 
Hongkong will in the near future equal, 
of not exceed, those of any nort In the 
East. The tonnnge of British ships en- 
tering the harbor of the colonv during 
10OO wag 4,588.010 tons, and clearing 4.r.(I0,- 
588 tons. The German shlrvping showed 
next, with !r,0.r,K8 tons entering nnd 058.- 
571 clearing. Then follow In order the 
Japanese, French, Chinese, United States, 
^Norwegian nnd Austrian lings.

DA'CK OP FORESTS. 

Knhjeet Becoming an Important One in 
"Old Ontario." 

•According to tho report of Mr. Thos. 
vSouthworth, director ■of forestry for 
the province, lio per cent, of a country 
should he perpetually covered with tim- 
ber to secure favorable climatic condi- 
tions and regulate the water supply. 
Thirty of the counties of Ontario have 
less than this percentage. York and 
I'eel have only seven per cent., and an- 
other country has less than 10 per cent. 
York county's acreage is 5."0,010 acres, 
Including 482,235 clearance, 32,034 wood- 
land, and 59,410 waste. Over-clearance 
is more pronounced in the 'Western and 
Midland districts than in the east. 

A survey of the forestry situation in 
Ontario gives reason for both congratula- 
tion and dissatisfaction, says the report. 
The province has gone far towards solv- 
ing the forestry problem as far as Crown 
lands are concerned, hut the woodland 
urea in older Ontario is getting scantier 
and scantier, until denudation is immi- 
nent. As regards reforestration, lie says 
that Ontario's position ,is much better 
than that of the adjoining iStiiites, owing 
to the fact that lands are held by tho 
iCrown when timber licenses arc granted. 

Speaking of the growth of forest re- 
serves, Mr. Sonthworth says that the 
Lake Temagami reserve, which com- 
prises 1,400,000 neres, |contains from 
3,000,000,000 to 5,000,000,000 feet, hoiyd 
measure. lie recommends the further 
increasing of these reserves, in districts 
where tho land is fitted for the growtJi 
of timber. Ho says there are large tracts 
of country on the north shore of the 
(ieorginn Bay, and lying along the C. P. 
It. between Pembroke and Mfl.tta.wn, 
iwhioh arc being reclothed .with young 
pine, and he thinks these could he r*d- 
vantagcously set aside as timber re- 
serves, the only difficulty .being tho can- 
celling of the licenses. lie recommends 
an addition to the 'Sibley Township re- 
si rve. 

Mir, South worth regards the disposal or 
the brush, etc., left by the lumbermen, 
as one of tho serious forestry problems. 
It. is a menace because of its combusti- 
bility, and it prevents new growths. 

Lumbermen, he says, are beginning to 
realize the value of tanning as an in- 
dustry, and are paying more attention to 
the bark of the hemlock.

OASTOdt OIL AND iPOWRlDOE. 

Diet That Patients at Fairy Lake Paid 
High For. 

From Toronto Star. 

From the northern town of Brace- 
bridgo cornea tho story of Dr. iLoeko 
and his lady patients. The story reads 
like Aladdin and his magic lamp, inas- 
much as Dr. Locke made money with 
almost the same ridiculous ease that 
the hero of the modern opera and old- 
time Arabian Nights' story made his. 
The principal difference is that Dr. 
Locke kept a place up the northern zone, 
on [Fairy Lake, and .instead of com- 
manding' the spirits of the lamp to bring 
llim money, he sat down and wrote bills 
out to some sick ladies and charged them 
?35 a week for board. 

The doctor was doing a splendid busi- 
ness when Medical Detective Rose of 
this city swooped down on him, and on 
Monday last he was lined $100 and costs 
by a Bracebridge Cadi for practising 
medicine without a, registered certificate. 

Dr. Locke's patients were Toronto 
ladies, <md for the privilege of living 
in this frozen zone they paid from $28 
to $35 per week. They hail implicit 
faith in Dr. Locke, and one lady testified 
that she paid $35 weekly, and all the 
medicine she got was two .doses of cas- 
tor oil. She also testified that she spent 
six hours in a cold room, wrapped in 
is, blanket smeared with soap. This was 
u cure for rheumatism. 

Another lady, who is the wife of a 
well known Toronto minister, gave evi- 
dence showing that Dr. Locke wns very 
strong on "internal and' external elec- 
tricity," and lake baths were lalso given 
the patient, alternated with hot baths 
n,nd a rolling up ill wet sheets. Dr. 
•Locke gave this lady sulphur llu- her 
porridge for three weeks at a stretch. 
The other diet was equally ascetic, such 
as 'buttermilk and lard toasts for break- 
fast, potatoes and sprouted dry beans for 
dinner. By way of variety Dr. Locke 
would put in a, sprinkling of castor oil 
with the sulphur and porridge. Tins 
witness was being treated for goitre. 

She paid in all $300, and was no bet- 
ter than when she left Fairy Lake. 

A ith'ird witness stated that Dr. Locke 
used an electricity and liquid combina- 
tion, tho liquid coming from a bottle 
labeled "iHydrozone and Glycozone." 
The pntiesit also took the castor oil 
and lake bath treatment and enemas. 
■Dr. Locke said she was suffering from 
bowel complaint, ami tho hydtozoue 
anil glycozone was for spots on the. face. 
For this the lady paid $35 per week. 

Another witness was unhesitating, in 
her statement thflt her treatment did 
her more injury than good. The castor 
oil was administered to her in cap- 
sules. She also received severe treat- 
ment for blood poisoning. As a suitable 
exercise the young lady was handed a 
saw and taught the art of sieving 
wood. 

"Your trouble is nervousness also," 
is what the doctor said. For sa.wing 
wood and swallowing capsules this lady 
paid £25 pel* week. 

In his defence Dr. Locke stated that 
he considered that he was protected 
from the law when he secured Dr. 
tEvans, who was a regular licensed 
practitioner, as superintendent of the 
institution. For superintending the 
wood sawing, lake swimming, castor 
oil swallowing, porrige eating, Dr. 
Evans received $100 a season and 
$1 for each prosi ription. Dr. Locke de- 
nied all knowledge of the suiphuivpor- 
ridge features, cud said his treatment 
was an electrical one. 

Tho fine was $ 100, ami the costs 
$40.20. 



FROM COTTAGE 
TO THE PALACE 



Harris Tweed Weavers the Lone- 
liest Manufacturers in 
Great Britain. 

From London Dally Magaalnc. 

Tho discussion in the Times between 
"J. 'O. B."— who is bolievod to be a well 
known physician — and Lord Dunmore on 
tho advisability, from a hygienic point 
of view, of wearing suits made of a cer- 
tain tweed, hns gained tor Harris and 
Lewis a public prominence which per- 
haps has never before been equalled in 
the course of their existence. 

Harris and Lewis, it niny be necessary 
to explain, is not a trading firm, They 
aro sister islands, or rather, one island so 
narrow at the boundary that a man can 
throw a stone across the intervening 
shinglo. They may, by attentive study 
of a good map of the United Kingdom 
be found to tho west of Scotland. Har- 
ris is the seat of manufacture of the 
cloth— known as Harris twoed— 'whose 
qualities have been so roundly denounced 
(by "J. C. B.," and us enthusiastically 
championed by Lord Dunmore. Of 
Lewis nothing need be said; indeed, 
nothing could be said. It is utterly out- 
side history eveu to the extent of the 
present dispute. 

Harris itself, if it were not for the in- 
dustry which has brought its uamo into 
main* a stately home of England, might 
still "he regarded as lingering far in the 
rear of the world's progress. Harris is 
undoubtedly mediaeval in its social cus- 
toms and general conditions of life. Yet 
the Harrisians are contented if poor, in- 
dustrious if primitive. Though subjects 
of King Edward and comprehended in 
the 1001 census of Great Britain, they 
speak a language peculiarly their own; 
they cannot read or write English, never 
heard of the America's cup, and only 
the quidnuncs in the thickly populated 
districts are aware that England is en- 
gaged in war with the Boers. The sub- 
urban patron of the electric trams ami 
the "Twopenny Tube" cannot conceive 
how far removed from things modern 
the average Harrisian really is. 

"Twopenny Tube," indeed! Ia tho 
whole length and breadth of Harris— and 
is a goodly-sized country— there is not 
a railway of any kind. Furthermore, 
there is only one road. It runs— or rath- 
er, zigzags— from north to south of the 
islands of Harris and Lewis, whoso 
length, as tho crow flics, aggregates 
about GO miles. Houses arc so scarce 
in Harris that in an ordinary school map 
of the Outer Hebrides each one is repre- 
sented by a dot! 

Tarbert is tho metropolis of this dis- 
tant and solitary slice of Groat Britain. 
Up to . recently Tarbert had 20 houses. 
Tarbert however is forging ahead now 
that it has been recognized as the cen- 
tre of tlie Harris tweed industry, and 
the population has increased to 200 or 
thereabouts. 

The people of Harris are compulsory 
vegetarians. Not one family of crofters 
in 200 ever taste hoof. Occasionally tho 
head of the' family sallies forth and 
catches a'fish; but such an event is rare. 
Occasionally a crofter slays a sheep when 
the animal's fleece-producing capacity is 
exhausted. The carcase is salted and 
reserved for special occasions, such as a 
wedding in the family. Notwithstand- 
ing their abstinence from meat, tho iHar- 
risians are a sturdy, long-lived, ener- 
getic, and cheerful race. They are also 
very unceremonious. The prefix "mis- 
ter" is seldom used in Harris, and then 
only by a visitor. The uninitiated who 
inquires for Mr. McLcod — pronounced 
"Cloud"— or Mr. Mackai experiences the 
greatest difficulty in finding the sought- 
ifor person. They aro all 'McLeods, 
Mackais, Macdonnlds, or McAulays. 
Hence each individual member of the 
male population is distinguished by 5 
nickname; each woman is tho wife 
dnughtcr or widow of that nickname. 

No poet or artist ever imagined or pic- 
tured a desolateness, a barrenness so 
complete as the interior of Harris. 
Black, rocky, treeless mountains— -that is 
all. 

Harrisians do not travel, for a very 
excellent reason. They are exceeding- 
ly poor, and to reach tho nearest impor- 
tant town— Stornowny, in Lewis— costs 
£2 14s., though it is but 3G miles dis- 
tant from Tarbert. It may be added, 
should any one contemplate spending a 
holiday in' Harris, that it can he reached 
from London in three days, traveling ex 
press to Inverness. 

In view of the discussion in the Times 
regarding the sanitariness of the cot- 
tages in which the famous homespun is 
made, a description of a typical Harris 
home may not be out of place. The 
crofter builds his own house. It is of 
crude stone gathered in the neighbor- 
hood. Wo miortar is used, and how the 
cottages manage to haog together is 
somewhat of a mystery. The walls are 
generally about a yard thick. The 
houses are only one story high. 

On entering 'the door the first thing 
the visitor sees is a partition of stone, 
which divides the house into two rooms 



—'•a butt and a benn the hoose," as the 
Scottish' of the mainland call it. 

The ground is unboarded, and is most 
ly bare earth, a sheepskin occasionally 
adding to the comfort of things. Of 
furniture there is none, as the working 
classes of England know it. Even a 
table is rare, tho crofter and his family 
usually resting thoir plates on their laps. 

The better-class cottages- -the detach- 
ed villas of Harris— have chimneys; the 
others are provided with a hole made in 
each corner of the roof. The atmos- 
phere is generally thick with the fumes 
of burning peat, and this gives the pecu- 
liar and not uupleasant odor to Harris 
tweed. — 

The cottages aro thatched with the 
straw of oat.-, which the crofter pnlls up 
■by the roots, Probably not more than 
a dozen of the population of Harris have 
ever been upstairs. A short time ago a 
number of female makers of the tweed 
were brought to London to exhibit their 
skill, and their efforts to climb upstairs 
were more amusing than graceful. 

The humble makers of the Harris 
twoed may be described as "the loneli- 
est manufacturers in Great Britain." 
Though little is known of tho conditions 
under which they live, their productions 
are appreciated in many parts of Eur- 
ope, and at Woodstock street, Oxford 
street, is the headquarters of tho Scot- 
tish Home Industries ' association for 
tho sale of the tweeds.

Trails .Now in Fine Shapo-The Cost of 
Traveling. 

Atlln, B. C, Feb. 5.— Mr. Roberts, an ex- 
pert, has just arrived here In connection 
with the notation of the Lake View quartz 
property, situated on the mountain north 
of the wagon road leading to Surprise lake, 
between Illrch and Boulder creeks. The 
property was bonded last- summer and the 
price reported paid Is $30,000. 

Telegraphic communication Is now re- 
establisbed between Atlln and the outside 
world. Atlln Lake froze up finally on the 
25tli (jf January, and the trail from Log 
Cabin Is now open all along, and beginning 
to get into good condition. Parties coming 
into Atlln over the Ice will now find every 
facility for a quick and comfortable Jour- 
ney. 

The following Information may be of ser- 
vice to intending Atlln travelers on reach- 
ing Skngway: 

White Pass & Ytikan railway fare to Log 
Cabin, $8: dog teams. Log Cabin to Atlln 
via Fantall trail, $22, It Is best to buy 
through ticket at Skngway for $30. 

Dog teams leave Log Cabin dally shortly 
after arrival of noon train: make Tepee 
same night nnd Atlln next day, under or- 
dinary conditions of weather. The usual 
order of the journey Is as, follows: 

Luncheon at Tiurwcll's hotel, Log Cabin, 
75 cents: dinner and breakfast at Tepee, 
per meal. $1; beds, each, 60 cents: lunch 
second day at Hale City (Andy Galnrnd's), 
$1; dinner at Atlln, 50 cents nnd $1; bag- 
gage, 15 cents per lb.. Log Cabin to Atlln. 

There are at present four men operating 
dog teams between Log Cabin and Atlln, 
and carrying passengers and freight. These 
are: Ceorgle Cutts, Norman Itnnt, Big 
Jack Perklnson, and Bob Cameron. Pas- 
sengers to Atlin are taken good care of, and 
need not walk any part of the way. The 
drivers are all experienced mushers, nnd 
are well supplied with sleigh robes, etc. 
Average time, Log Cabin to Atlln. 12 to 14 
hours; has been done once recently in 11 
hours. Tho fares out from Atlln would be 
somewhat less than the above. 

It will be seen *rom the foregoing that 
the journey from the coast to Atlln costs 
just about the smm- now na In summer, 
when boats nre running, the difference. If 
any, being in favoti of the winter travel, 
which Is also perhaps a little better in 
point of time.

The Admiralty have, nil 'but abandon- 
ed hope for the missing Condor, of whose 
seeming disaster the service papers re- 
ceived in yesterday's mails have columns. 
In mi editorial, the Naval and Military 
(Record of January 30 says: 

'The absence of news concerning the 
sloop Condor recalls memories of tho 
anxiety that was felt some twenty odd 
years ago with regard to the Atiilautai 
a sea-going training-ship. Irr Marchi 
1STS, the Eurydice, a sister _ ship, was 
returning home from a foreign cruise, 
and, getting under the shelter of the 
Isle of Wight, the ports were opend to 
let in fresh air. Suddenly a squall 
sprang up, caused the ship to roll, th 
sens rapidly poured into tho ports, and 
she went over *o rapidly that only two 
lives were saved. A year or two later the 
Atnlnuta, when on a cruise to the West 
Indies, was lost, and no evidence has 
yet been found to shovr when or where 
she sank. She was entirely blotted out. 
■For weeks there was a struggle between 
hope and despair. The Admiralty did 
their best to keep up the spirits of the 
relatives of the crew; but ultimately the 
name was struck off the navy list, and 
has not since been revived. The experi- 
ence of the last few weeks has been a re 
rival of tno struggle between hope and 
despair, but now hope has reached its 
vanishing point, and we fear tho worst 
has happened. 

"Soon after leaving Esqilinialt the 
•Condor would pass under the high range 
Of .mountains on the coast, .standing 
some 1(1,000 feet high, and of which the 
Olympian hills have always been the 
terror of seamen, for should a hurricane 
be blowing off the land it needs not only 
a stout ship, but skilful navigation, to 
get through in safety. (Merchantmen, 
knowing the danger, Inevitably prefer the 
inner channel, but men-of-war, with 
tUelr known prejudice m favor of 
plenty Si sea-room, generally take the 
outer channel, where sudden fs&YiiuiS l\Vo 
(most severely felt. 'Now, kilo BuipS Of 
the Condor class are ho designed lls to 
he dry in a moderate rcn, nnd have con- 
sequently very high bulwarks, with 
scuttles of S'uiMent capacity to carry off 
moderate seas as would be encountered 
in the event of a gale blowing from tao 
Olympian hills. In fact, at the tirho tho 
Condor was commissioned tho question 
of her suitability for the rough weather 
of the North Pacific was discussed, his 
her design, which made her habitable in 
moderately rough weather, would im- 
peril her in such weather as is fre- 
quently experienced in the winter on her 
station. Having a distance of nearly 
3,000 miles to travel, and with a limited 
.coal capacity, it is not unreasonable to 
suppose th :t she resorted to sail power 
at a very early stage or the voyage. If 
so, and she was struck by a gale from 
the high mountain range, it is not at all 
improbable that she was capsized and 
sank within a very few days of leaving 
Esquimau. For that she is lost hy this 
time we fenf admits of very little 
doubt." 

In another part of the same issue the 
Nnval and Military Record says; 

'•The Condor was laid down with the 
itosnrio at Sheerness on January 1, 1808, 
nnd floated out of dock on December 17. 
in tub same year, being completed, in 
1899. She is a vessel of OSO tons, ,180 
feet long, with about 12 feet draught, 
and her engines of 1,400-horse power 
(maximum) are calculated for n speed 
of 13 knots. As u matter of fact, the 
economical speed nt which she would 
steam is very much lower. She is fitted 
with two masts, nnd, at need, could 
spread a fair area of canvas. The sloop 
carries six 4-inch and four 2-pounder 
quick-firers, as well as four Maxims, nnd 
has a platform on each mast for machine 
guns about 20 feet above tho deck level, 
so that she was considered an excellent 
type of vessel for river service on dis- 
tant stations. The name is not of an- 
cient date in the navy, but the Condor 
had a notable predecessor in the gunboat 
which took part in the bombardment of 
Alexandria, under the command of Lord 
Charles Beresford, and won from Sir 
Bcauchnmp Seymour the approving sig- 
nal, 'Well done, Condor!' 

"The sloop was commissioned at 
Chatham in November, 1900, for the Pa- 
cific station, and Commander Clifton 
Sclater, an ollleer of much service and 
high professional attainments, was ap- 
pointed to her. after undergoing n special 
course of study at the Itoyn! Naval col- 
lege. As sub-lieutenant of the Cygnet, 
Commander Sclater was present at the 
bombardment of Alexandria, 1882. and 
in the Egyptian war, and was specially 
promoted for his good service, besides 
receiving the medal, with the Alexan- 
dria clasp, and the Khedive Bronze 
Star. In 1885 he won a prize for tor- 
pedo gunnery at the Royal Naval college, 
and in 1S90, when torpedo-lieutenant of 
the Bondicea, on the Enst Indies sta- 
tion, he landed in command of the field 
guns, and accompanied the punitive ex- 
pedition under Sir 10. U. l'Yemnutlo 
against the Sultan of Yitn. in East Af- 
rica, and was mentioned in despatches, 
lie was promoted to commander on De- 
cember, 1890. The other executive o Hi - 
cers in the Condor were Incuts. .Tames 
.Bowhili Mason (recently in the Repulse 
in the Channel), Hay Winthrop (who 
was navigating officer of the Rattler in 
iChina), and Henry A'. T. Proctor (lately 
promoted). The other ofliccrs were: 
Surgeon T. S. Hartley. Assistant Pay- 
master (in charge) William IT. Frank- 
lin, Gunner Arthur D. II. Burns, and 
Artificer-Engineer C .T. Ditton. The 
total complement of the sloop is 130 otn- 
cers nnd men. 

"Lieut. J. B. Mason was a native of 
Southsea, being a 'brother of Dr. W. B. 
Mason, of Seniors road, .and Mr. .Tefl'ries, 
the acting ship's steward, belonged to the 
Portsmouth nnval depot. Nearly all of 
the other ratings were attached to the 
Chatham nnd Sheerness depots." 

The 'Sheerness correspondent of the 
same paper says; 

"The worst fears are entertained here 
concernin-' the sloop Condor, which was 
built at this* yard, although commission- 
ed nt Chatham. She was constructed 
side by side with the Itosnrio, the two 
doops ' being the first of a new class. 
Soar-Admiral A. K. Bickford. the pres- 
■nt commander-in-chief of the Pacific 
itttlioni was superintendent of the yard 
it the time, and his wife christened the 
v>>ndor and his daughter the Rosai'io. 
'Well done. Condor,' might, be applied 
to the Condor so far as her connection 
with this yard is concerned, as she pass- 
ed through the whole of her trials suc- 
cessfully. It was ,wejl known when the 
Condor 'left England that she would be 
required to make extensive use of her 
sails, and there is a ray of hope that she 
may have been driven far out of her 
course mid not have recovered the lost 
round. 

"The cruiser ■Grafton, which is about 
i leave England for the Pacific station, 
is on hoard a number of parcels Tor 
io crew of the missing sloop Condor, 
mt by friends lit home for conveyance 
i her in Esquimau."

?DT in mauy years hp.ve there l>een 
-worn so many different stylos of 
coiffures as have appeared at all 
full-dress functions tliis seflaoii, 
ami very interesting, indeed, is the study 
of the greatly varied forms of hair- 
dresstag, each coiffure, as a rule, grace- 
fully conforming to' the face and stylo 
«rf its wearer. To only one in many 
hundreds of women is the classic Greek 
..style, twitn fllet of gems ov ribbon, in 
any degree becoming. The low Dongtry 
anil Naomi forms a.re also trying to most 
faces. It lias ,heen once and again as- 
sented that the pompadour lias had its 
day, but at any fashionable Droning 
gfl(foloring one can quickly see that it 
remains a very favorite style with both 
dahutantej matron and dowager, ami 
just now' this picturesque and stately 
form of hair-dressing is not carried to 
excels, and there have also been provid- 
ed some ■original and pretty decorations, 
which impart additional effect to the long 
popular pompadour arrangement. One 
••ailed "le croissant noir" is made of 
■black velvet ill crescent shape, tit is 
adjusted to the front of the hair, where 
it 'is ctMiight directly in the centre vv.it h 
a diamond pin. The orescent does not 
lie flat, and the pointed ends are caught 
to the ihiiir with small pins. This is on 
ornament which can be very easily 
made, and velvet on the bias is better for 
it than velvet ribbon. The "croissant 
noir" is <i favorite head-dress in IJuris, 
ibatfll Tor opera and theatre .wear, and it 
is 'too delicate ill make to obstruct the 
view or those sitting behind you. Ex- 
tremely high-stnn'diug loops, aigrettes, 
and ibowis are no longer worn in Paris. 
A cluster of shaded green velvet maiden- 
hair fern, find a' single pink rose arrang- 
ed on a very 'long 'pin; and thrust among 
the coils or loops of the hair at one Bide, 
is becoming and pretty. Am other youth- 
ful arrangement sliows the waved front 
of the hair parted on the left side, 
with a single, rather large rose •well 
set in front of 'the right side. Sonlc- 
tinies this- rose almost touches the fore- 
head. 'White tulle, as light and (Ua- 
phonoue as a summer 1 cloud, is made into 
n fluffy chow, and "similarly placed. A 
novel hair ornament culled "boules de 
neige'' is eoniposed of three small snow- 
ball* made of swan'si down, fastened on 
a long gilt pin, one stam.ruig.up n .trifle 
higher than the other two. Another new 
ornament is a bunch <>r spangled pop- 
pies o.f .a beautiful shrde of red. With 
a certain type of face, and a sort of 
coiffure, this is si most effective and be- 
coming selection, and a third beautiful 
hair decoration is one large single or- 
chid in the different sflindes of purple 
and pale violet, worn on t'ho> left side, 
and laid rather flat against the' head. 

There are now very lmuiy of our high- 
class modistes who do not wait at the 
opening of the season for word from 
Paris concerning dominating _ styles. 
[American designers have the choicest of 
modes ready for inspection and .-.pproval 
quite as .early in the season as those 
across the sea, and American tailors' have 



ready to apply to the skirt, while revcrs, 
girdles, collars and other conceits, will 
In- arranged for the jacket and waist. 
Both silk and mohair combinations will 
appear, and Hercules and 'Soutache 
braids will be in use. These brawl deco- 
rations are usually selected to match 
the color of the material, though black 
produces n Ticli result on nnvyj swallow, 
or sapphire-blue, brown, dark green, on 
red gowns. 

For the taffetas, crepe do Chine, and 
other soft, beautiful fabrics that are so 
much used for dressy winter gowns, the 
priHcesse effect is fast in favor. Thee* 
dresses are long and sweeping. Some of 
them h%ve a princesse buck formed of 
side plea-tings; running from the top to 
the foeni of the skirt, the pleats flaring 
gradually from the knees down. The 
fronts finish at the waist line with n 
bolero effect, and nil sorts of fancy 
braids and embroideries are used to

OF CAMrLLO URSO. 

'Camilla Urso, for many years a violin- 
ist famous in Europe and America, died 
in New York on January 20th, after a 
brief illness. She was a remarkable in- 
stance, almost in babyhood, of preco- 
cious musical genius. The mingled 
■blood of itavo of the most musical of 
southern races flowed in her veins. Her 
father, Salvator Urso, was Sicilian, an 
organist and flutist of great merit. Her 
mother, lEniilie Girouard, , was <a (Portu- 
gese. 

In Nantes, France, ou June 13th, 1S42, 
Camilla was born. Almost in infancy 
«hc proved her possession of the inherited 
gift of harmony. Carried to the opera 
night after night by her father, who was 
'first flutist in the orchestra, the child sat 
in rapt delight through all the long per- 
formances. At the age of six she Mtt? 
nounced her Wish to Jonrn the violin. 
A year later she made her debut at a 
concert. 'Soon after this concept, Signor 
Urso took his daughter to J'aris, and for 
three years she studied at the Conserva- 
toire, practicing ten hours every day

U. S. TORPEDO CRAFT. 

Builders There Have Not Knowledge 
Enough to Turn Them Out 
x ..Successfully. 

From New York Sun. 

The torpedo l>oat question, which in- 
volves also that- of torpedo boat 'de- 
stroyers, is revived by the report of a 
naval board appointed to inspect the 
vessels now building and by a very un- 
usual request made by the builders. The 
latter have applied to the Secretary of 
the Navy for payments amounting to an 
increase of 4,0 per cent, over the contract 
price, on the ground that the work lias 
proven much more costly than was ex- 
pected, and that in nearly every case 
they have lost largely. Of course the 
Secretary can make no such allowance; 
hut i£_he deems the request fair, his in- 
dorsement will be of weight when con- 
gress comes to decide" upon it, as it will 
he called upon to do without doubt. 

The torpedo craft now under construc- 
tion were authorized in May, 1898. The 
bids were so low that the department 
warned the bidders that they would 
probably lose money. As it is, two con- 
tracting firms have already failed, and 
it may he a mere matter of policy to 
allow the increase asked. . 

Thirteen firms bid for the boats three 
years ago, contracts being awarded to 
12. of which only two had built such 
boats. Though all the vessels should 
have been completed by the summer of 
1900, only live have' yet been accepted 
by the government. The board says; 

"The building of successful torpedo 
vessels having the 'highest practicable 
speed' is an occupation that, requires de- 
signing talents of a high order and pro- 
longed experience in construction. There 
are comparatively few successful build- 
ers of torpedo vessels in the world, but 
the attempt was maae in this country 
to rival the best results attained abroad 
with designs which were not based on 
the known results of a" large number of 
previous vessels, and by builders whose 
knowledge and experience were of n lim- 
ited character;" 

It is little wonder, though the board 
does not sny so. that the results have 
not come up to the expectations. Offi- 
cial designs have proved inadequate and 
private designs, except in one case, have 
likewise failed. The exception is duo 
to the fact that the Bath Iron Works 
followed the designs of Normand, a 
successful French builder, which they 
bought from him complete. All the ves- 
sels built on the department's designs 
that have been tried are greatly over- 
weight and' appear subject to excessive 
vibrations causing breakdowns when the 
machinery is run at high speed. 

None of the 1(1 destroyers, the board 
reports, will reach even the minimum 
speed required for their acceptance. "It 
is probable that no one of them will be 
an entirely satisfactory vessel." The 
torpedo boats are in like condition; ex- 
cept those built on Normand's plan, they 
are Teported ns being "deficient in 
stringers to resist vibrations at the stern 
and the effect of waves on large flat 
surfaces nt the bow, and to render 'them 
seaworthy nt least one panting stringer 
should he run along nt the bow and 
stern." The board thinks it will be ne- 
cessary for the government to deal 
leniently with the contractors if it does 
not wish to force them to the wall. 

In view of the experience of the Brit- 
ish government with destroyers con 
structed too lichtly. and of the recent do 
cision of the British Admiralty to build 
slower and stronger torpedo craft, it 
might be expedient ^for us to cause the 
vessels now under construction to be 
strengtlu'iKil evtii tit n certain, loss o-.' 
speed. 



RS. NUTTALL is a Calit'ornian 
explorer, who knows more about 
the picturesque empire of the fa- 
mous 'Montezuma than any other 
woman in the world. For 18 years she 
has been studying the sociological and 
religious systems of the ancient Aztecs, 
and 'for the last 13 years she has 
been travelling in Europe, the , West In- 
dies, Canada and the United /States un- 
earthing all sorts of queer relics and pic- 
ture writings of these strange people 
that were lost, strayed or stolen. 

It is an odd circumstance that Mexico 
has been utterly depleted of every rem- 
nant of Aztec life and civilization that 
could be carried away. Valuable picture 
writings have been taken to the great 
cities of Europe and there lost for hun- 
dreds of years, almost as completely at 
if thev-bad been buried under the crumb- 
ling ruins of the. Indian temples. 

One of the manuscripts mentioned m 
the' Cortez inventory of the gifts he sent 
to the King of Spain was in the Imper- 
ial Library in Florence. Of the other, 
and the most important of the two, ab- 
solutely no clue could be obtained for 
years, ' though Mrs. Nuttall brought to 
light ancient .Mexican shields, feather 
head-dresses of the time of Montezuma, 
numerous relics- of the Atlatl spear 
throwers, which hail long been cast 
aside as i worthless, and two very valu- 
able codices which had been lost for 
centuries, and of which she has since 
contributed a lengthy treatise to the Pea- 
body Museum. She learned all there 
was to be learned from the relics she 
found and identified in Europe, and 
wrote many scientific volumes on the 
subject, but there was still much to bt 
extracted from the missing Cortez manu- 
script. 

Finally, however.porsistoney triumphed. 
She secured evidence in Madrid that the 
•King of Spain had sent the parchment 
to tiie monastery of San 'Marco in Flor- 
ence. That was her first clew. With 
this information she went to Florence 
at once, only to learn that tho ancient 
picture 'writing, on account of its great 
value, had been stolen 35 years ago. 
She traced it all over the .Continent and 
finally found it in England. It com- 
pletes all the Aztec relics extant of 
which there is any record, and it is be- 
cause of this the latest remarkable dis- 
covery that archaeologists expect so 
much' of her coming visit to 'Mexico. 

he manuscript itself is even more in- 
teresting than the stury of its wander- 
It is made up of long strips of 
leather about ten inches wide and near- 
ly 100 feet long, closely inscribed on both 
sides with colored pictures. It folds up 
like an accordion-pleated pocket pano- 
rama of the landmarks o£ a big city. 
The pictures are gaudy creations, which 
bear a striking resemblance to the pic- 
ture writings of the ancient Egyptians, 
though Mrs. Nuttall says that they are 
not at all alike. 

'The date of (his ancient manuscript is 
\call, which in the Aztec calendar cor- 
responds with the year 1819 in our own 
calendar." says Mrs. Nuttall. "so it is 
■vident that, it was made just before the 
irrival of the Spaniards. So far as it 
can be deciphered it is not a continual 
history, but five or six detached frag- 
ments, covering perhaps a period of 100 
years before the Spanish conquest. 

Instead of being a pictorial history in 
itself it seems to ho rather a representa- 
tion of the lives of different chiefs— all 
great Aztec heroes— and was doubtless 
made to illustrate the epic poems snug 
or chanted by the priests. 

"Many of the pictures show scenes of 
conquest and It is a strange fact that 
they are always represented in the same 
way; the vanquished is kneeling, while 
the conqueror is holding him by the fore- 
lock. This is the universal sign of abject 
surrender among the Aztecs. 

"Another well-defined series shows the 
Aztec heroes in the temples holding in 
their hands the sacrificial bird, which is 
always an emblem of their religious sac- 
rifices. 

"Still another series reveals the Aztec 
spear-throwers crossing the -water in 
canoes. The fish shown under the boats 
indicates whether it is a lagoon, a river 
or a lake. In the same way large cone- 
shaped pictures represent mountains and 
are used throughout each series to indi- 
cate the locality in which the events 
transpired. 

"They are the key to the mystery of 
the scenes depicted on the manuscript, 
and perhaps the key as well to the names 
of the heroes shown in each picture. 
When all the symbols can be deciphered 
we shall know much more of the life and 
customs of the Aztecs at (he time of the 
Spanish conquest than we understand at 
present. 

"It used to be popular to speak of these 
ancient peoples as Toltecs.' Later in- 
vestigation, however, shows that this 
simply means 'builders' or 'architects' 
and that the Toltecs did not constitute a 
distinct race. There are at present few 
remains of native architecture except the 
gigantic pyramids, some of which have 
larger base than Cheops in Egypt. 

"The artistic skill of the Aztecs is 
shown by the fact that upon Cortez' ar- 
rival 'the natives sketched him and his 
attendants so vividly and so accurately 
that Montezuma, to whom the picture 
was forwarded, recognized their features 
on. the arrival of the foreigners, 

'While Mexico has a wealth of docu- 
mentary remains. Central America lacks 
these to a great extent, hut abounds in 
monuments whose hieroglyphics vary de- 
cidedly from those in 'Mexico and have 
not ns yet been fully identified. Indeed 
the relics that remain of both the Aztecs 
and the Incas are so few and so valuable 
that the people in Ofexieo have begun to 
manufacture numerous frauds in imita- 
tion of the fine feather work and the 
ancient codices that are known to be 
authentic. This isi going to make further 
exploration and research a matter of 
great difficulty for those not exceptional- 
ly well versed in Mexican lore. 

"The famous Calendar stone dug up in 
the 'City of Mexico in 1790 has, however, 
been of great importance in reading the 
hieroglyphics that are authentic.',' 
. In this connection it is interesting to 
know that one of Mrs. Nutt all's greatest 
discoveries and the most important to the 
science of American nrchael.ogy might 
he called a discovery jn the sky. It con- 
sists in the recognition by her that the 
constellation of the Great Bear in con- 
nection with the p/dar star, or dipper, 
which is so familiar to every one in this 
country, was the constellation which re- 
gulated nearly all the religions ceremon- 
ies and calendar systems of the various 
American tribes. 

This furnished the first key to the re- 
markable series of symbols which have 
so puzzled the archaeologist because of 
their resemblance to the 1 symbols which 
were known to nil the ancient peoples of 
)A«bi, Northern Africe nnd even Europe. 
These symbols have been found in the 



shell and copper ornaments contained in 
the mounds, they have been traced out 
in the carved and engraved stoues in 
iQehfral America, have beou recognized in 
the myths and symbols of the northwest 
coast, and have been regarded as an evi- 
dence of contact between the continent 
and the Asiatic peoples and a transmis- 
sion to this continent by some unknown 
channels. 

ENGLAND'S BIRTH KATE 
DECLINING. ' 

Englishmen have long beeu proud of 
the prolificuess of their race, and conse- 
quently the story told by the last census 
that the English birth rate was declin- 
ing even more rapidly than that of 
France conies as a rude shock. Dr Fre- 
mantle, the Dean of Ripou, points out 
in a letter to the London Times that 
" all Europe, except Russia, is going 
iu the same direction, and England is 
leading the way. 

"In the year 1S75," he says "there 
were born in the United Kingdom 
thirty-live children for ench 1,000 of tho 
people. In the year 1000 there are only 
twenty-nine. That is for every .1,000 of 
our 41,50p',OOQ population there are now 
horn six fewer than twenty-five years 
ago; nnd this meatus a loss of '2-10,000 
children for each year. This is a new 
ami strange phenomenon in England; 
hut, what is still more startling, it im- 
plies a much more rapid decline of the 
'birth rate than that, of France, where 
the process has gone on gradually 
throughout the century. 

"A well-known statistician, Holt 
Schooling, has recently 'summed up an 
exhaustive inquiry by pointing out that 
whereas in 1875 the excess of births over 
deaths in England was 8.5 per cent 
greater than in France, it is now only 
(i.S; and lie adds that this has come to 
pass despite the continuous and ma- 
terial decline of (he French birth rate 
during the whole period, a decline, 
however, which has been exceeded both 
actually and relatively by the decline 
of our own rate. 

"This state of things has been little 
noticed in England because of two 
causes: First, Pari passu with the de- 
cline of the birth rate there has (been a 
large deed no in the deatli rate. This 
stood in 1875 at 21 per 1,000, in 1900 at 
IS. That is, while we are losing six for 
each three by the lessened births, we are 
gaining three by the lessened deaths. 
We lose a quarter of a million annually 
by the birth rate; we recover half of it 
by (he death rate, Second, the immi- 
gration has largely increased. Whereas 
in former decades the emigrants exceed- 
ed the immigrants by (18,000 a year, in 
the last decade they have nearly bal- 
anced. 

"What, then, is the prospect which 
this diminution opens to us? jWe have 
seen that the decrease is going on more 
rapidly here thai, in any other country, 
•France not excepted. Since 1875 (the 
year, I think, in which Mr. Bradlaugh's 
book, 'The Fruits of Philosophy,' was 
published), the decrease of our birth 
rate has been 6 per cent., from 35 to 29. 
If this continues in the next twenty-five 
years it will have come down from 29 
to 23 per 1,000, and in less than fifty 
years from this time it will have been 
reduced to 17, the lowest figure which 
we can imagine the birth rate to reach. 
There will then be no increase of tha 
nation, (but as now in France, the pros- 
pects of annual diminution." 



WATERLOGGED 
SEA HORRORS 



Derelicts • Floating Upon the Surface] of the 
Seas An Element of Danger to Life and □ 
Cargo — Dreaded By Mariners. 
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T first glance there is something 
very iuqiosing iu a salary' of 
£27 8s. a day. Of course, such 
an income is hopelessly . beyond 
the reach of any but af ew fortuh? 
ate men; in fact, out of nearly twenty 
million males in Great Britain and Ire- 
land, only six enjoy a. salary which re- 
quires five figures to represent it. 

Of these prizes the church monopolizes 
no fewer than three, while one goes to 
the law, nfiother to a member of the 
cabinet, and the sixth to a lord mayor. 

In point of actual value tho lord-licu- 
tcuant of Ireland, Earl Cndogo'n, with 
an allowance of £20,000 « year, is the 
most highly salaried man in the whole of 
tiie King's dominions; nlthoug Lord Cur- 
soii, the viceroy of India, enjoys a nom- 
inally higher salary of a quarter of a 
million rupees, or, ns it is often erron- 
eously given, of £25,000 a year. At the 
present rate of exchange, however. Lord 
Curzon must take second place to Earl 
Cadognn, with a salary equal to £10, GOO 
in British currency. It meed scarcely, 
perhaps, be said that in both cases tliese 
salaries, high as 'they are. are too small 
to meet the actual expenses of the otllces 
the represent. 

The archbishop of Canterbury enjoys 
a salary of £15,000 a year, and ranks 
third among the highly paid Englishmen, 
although it is more than doubtful wheth- 
er even this salary admits of' any margin 
for "profit." Tin? archbishop of York, 
and the bishop of London have salaries 
of £10,000 a year, thus barely qualify- 
ing among the "live-figure" men, and 
must be bracketed with the lord-mayor 
of London, who uo doubt finds his £27 
8s. a day scarcely sufficient to meet 
the demands on his purse, 

As a matter of fact, with all these so- 
called enviable men it ic the case of "the 
higher the salary the poorer tho man;" 
for while the bishop of London may bo 
able to "make ends meet," the salaries of 
the lord-lieutenant of Ireland and the 
viceroy of India usually require largo 
reinforcements from the private purses 
of their owners. 

Apart from the viceroy of .India, the 
only governor of n colony or dependency 
whose salary reaches this figure is the 
governor-general of Canada (the Earl of 
IMinto) whose allowance is just £10,000 a, 
year. The governors of Madras and Rom- 
bay liave a nominal £12,000, and the 
governor of Bengal £10,000 a year; hut 
their actual salaries in our own currency 
are only £S,000 and £0,000 respectively. 
And the latter is the real value of the 
salary of the Indian commander-in- 
chief. 

Not a single one of our ambassadors 
gets '£10,000 a year; Sir Edmund Mon- 
son, our ambassador at Paris, and the 
most highly paid of them all, falling 
£1,000 below this limit; although thero 
are three diplomatic salaries of £8.000 
a year each. 

Although the attorney-general of Eng- 
land has an official salary of £7,000 only, 
fees bring it up to the verv respectao.e 
average of £15,000 a year; an 1 the fee.: 
and salary of. the solicitor-g?r,er?l 
amount to about £.3,000 less. 

Thus at is no exaggeration, to say that 
the Britons drawing official salaries of 
five figures can ensily be counted on tho 
fingers of both hands, although we ran- 
sack the whole world over for them. 

Mr. 'Clinton Dawkins, the financial ox- 
pert of Egypt and India, is said to draw 
from (Messrs. .T. S. Morgan & Co. a sal- 
ary larger than the combined incomes 
of the lord chancellor and the arch- 
bishop of Canterbury. 
' As managing directors of tho Consoli- 
dated Gobi Fields of South lAfrlcrv Mr. 
Cecil Rhodes and Mr; Rudd drew a 
joint income of £120,000 only a few 
years ago; and several managers of large 
American trusts are reputed to have 
salaries ranging from £20,000 to £50,000 
a year.— Tit-Bits;

ILU old tar does not see in. nu 
abandoned wreck that halo of ro- 
mance nnd poetry that has been 
identified with it for centuries. 
To the watchful mariner the derelict- 
floating upon the lonely seas has am ele- 
ment of danger that keeps him from 
indulging in the poetical: danger to the 
lives and cargo entrusted to his care, 
as well as danger to some, luckless 
craft that might stumble on it unseen, 
lie peers at the broken masts and 
tangled cordage that mutely tells their 
Story of storm and starvation for some 
mark that may perhaps help in the 
identification of the wreck. He places 
in h.i*s log-book a careful description 
of the wreck and its locution when 
sighted. 

It is a mistake to think that wrecked 
vessels E(re ultimately driven ashore. 
Neither do vessels reported sinking actu- 
ally sink at the time of abandonment. 
They will continue to (loat for months 
and even years after their desertion, 
half visible and wholly relentless, going 
the rounds of the current in the very 
routes of the ocean liners. 

d^ast fall the steamer Alertu was turn- 
ed adrift to founder, but she refused to 
sink. Kho drifted about in the China 
sea and in the direct line of Singapore- 
Manila steamers until sighted by the 
British India steamship Lauda.urn and 
towed to shore. 

To run full head into a half sunken 
derelict or a heavy mass of lumber has 
proved as dangerous as running upon 
uncharted rocks, and many :m derelict 
has made a twin wreck on abort notice 
out of some ocean liner. 

About one quarter of the derelicts 
lloat .bottom upwards. In this position 
they are harder to detect and collision 
with them is most dangerous. 

Tho derelict Fort Royal buoy as one 
of the most notable derelicts on record, 
having cruised for four years and trav- 
eled over 2,000 miles. (Mariners came to 
know it 'well, for it is so plainly marked 
with n red P. R. as to make it eirrily 
identified. It was reported fifteen times, 
and when lust sighted was about 500 
miles ens/t of the Bermudas. A scow, 
which was blown out to sea from San 
Carlos bay. Lower California, was sight- 
ed in mid-ocean with the chain still 
hanging over the side and attached to 
the anchor. 

Often 41* vessel becomes a double dere- 
lict. The bow of onevsuch was spoken 
near 'Honolulu and the stern of the 
sumo was sighted oft the coast of Mex- 
ico. 

Derelicts are bulky things to manage 
and few ships have mot with success 
in towing them to port. They are usu- 
ally waterlogged and very heavy and 
'hard on the tow lines. Few merchant 
vessels can spare the time nor do' they 
dan- to take the risk even for a short 
distance of towing in such a dangerous 
and nmw.ioldly mass. The most danger- 
ous derelict is the invisible derelict— 
the waterlogged mriss that floats just be- 
low the surface. These unseen derelicts 
are the dread of coast vessels. 

The United 'States steamship San 
Francisco has made a record for her- 
self in the successful destruction of dere- 
licts. She met a tough proposition in 
it "'.umber-laden waterlogged wreck of 
21S tons. The San Francisco w.-<s bound 
for Key West. She tried to tow the dere- 
lict, but finding that impossible she at- 
tached three "4-pound guneotton torpe- 
does to the' keel. The explosion dam- 
aged her, but left her still afloat. Five 
more torpedoes broke her frames and 
weakened her back. 

The San Francisco then backed away 
and coming forward with great force 
rammed tin? derelict violently amidship, 
'which, broke her in two anil released her 
lumber aind she sank immediately. 

The .San Frnacisco as an unarmed war- 
ship and great apprehension was felt 
on the part at the crew lest ramming 
the derelict would result in destroying 
the cruiser's bow. 

A shout went: up when success crown- 
ed the venture. This was the linst suc- 
cessful ramming done by an unarniored 
warship. 

'The Japan current sweeping along the 
Asiatic Coast takes .right in its course 
the logs and drifts from the Yangtsze- 
kiong, dfoungho and 'Mekong in China 
and the Amoor river in the north. . Tho 
current follows the great circle across 
and then sweeps down tho 'American 
const, taking in its wake the drifts of 
the Eraser and Columbia rivers. These 
rivers come down from the 'big wooded 
countries and countless logs and trees 
are contributed by them to the general 
danger. During tho last year hundreds 
of trees have been sighted varying from 
fifty to one hundred and fifty feet in 
length and from three to ten feet in 
diameter. One ship saw 2-10,000 feet of 
lumber 'that had probably been thrown 
over ;to right a vessel. 

An old salt tells of a derelict' that 
floated around the Pacific for months 
laden with coal. She finally struck on 
-Midway island, which is said to be about 
half-way across the Pacific. Here she 
did duty as a coaling station for passing 
vessels until a company, hearing of this 
great quantity of coal, bought up tho re- 
maining rights to the vessel and went

the ^Ancient Mariner." 

Tho Pioneer, long on the overdue list, 
was seen and identified iu derelict form 
by Captain John Halm of the Canadian 
schooner Victoria. He reported that he 
passed within ten yards of it September 
2S, 1S9S, near Fort Townsend. It had 
turned turtle and lay in the direct track 
of vessels coming from 'Behriug sea. 

In November, 1S98, "the Indians of the 
north heard, through reports of their 
tribe, that the crew of the schooner Pio- 
neer had beeir in a Russian prison for 
four years and that they would be home 
in another year. They began, prepara- 
tions for a "hyae"— d celebration of the 
return of the long, lost. 

IBurt another report put preparations to 
un end. The report stated that the Pio- 
neer was sighted drifting oil' the shore 
with skeletons lashed to the rigging of 
the craft. 

In December, 1S!)7., the Nomad left 
China bound for this coast. In June, 
1891), the hulk of the Nomad drifted 
ashore bottom up on the Hawaiian 
coast, and solved the pitiful tale of the 
missing schooner. 

The captain of the Eliza .Miller sight- 
ed a derelict off Coos hay in June, 1SUS, 
and from the description given the build- 
ers were satisfied that it was the No- 
mad. 

It is thought that while making the 
run to the Sound from Shanghai. Cap- 
tain iMcAllop, of the Nomad, followed 
the great circle, which brought him oil - 
the coast of Alaska where he encoun- 
tered the storms of January and Feb- 
ruary, which were doing so much dam- 
age to shipping. 

The wreck in all probability followed 
the course of a buoy which went adrift 
at Coos bay and is now used iu the har- 
bor of Honolulu. This buoy was car- 
ried south by the current and went, 
ashore very close to where the .Nomad 
derelict was washed up. 

It took two years, item by item, for 
the history of this derelict to be traced, 
back and the' mystery of the missing- 
Nomad was thus in a measure solved. 

The mysterious loss of the Pelfcon'-, 
which sailed fox Taku, China, from Pa- 
get Sound October 12,-1897, was traced 
.by f\ memorandum in a 'bottle picked up 
on the beach at Portage ba.v by the ^ 
master of the sealing schooner Herman. 
The information contained in this mes- 
sage helped in the identification of what 
remained of the Pelican. The memo- 
randum rend: 

'.^Sealing sehoouer Pelican, latitude 50 
north, longitude 175 .west—the ship is 
sinking. We are leaving her in frail 
boats. Please report us. 

-"M. T.. PATTERSON, 
"Chief; OtIicer." 
'This bottle was much traveled. Aifter 
being thrown overboard it took a north- 
west course, and, after covering 420 
miles of latitude inuV.1,235 miles ^f lon- 
gitude, landed mi the beach at Port- 
ago bay. (where it was picked up by 
the master of schooner Herman .-'aid sent 
to fclid iMerclinnts' Exchange.. In March, 
ISnS, the British ship Falkirk reached 
Tneoma from Shanghai and Captain 
Holmes reported passing a waterlogged 
lifeboat oil' the Aleutian islands, sup- 
posed to have belonged to the Pelican. 

A strange piece of wreckage was 
found in the northern seas; a huge mass 
of sjiars and tangled cordage incased a 
medicine chest. This chest, on investi- 
gation was proved to have belonged tiv 
■the iMontserrat, n collier that left Nnnni- 
nio in Decern Iter, 189-1, for San Francis- 
co.- The iMontserrat- and the Kewee- 
naw left together, and up to this time 
there was no trace of them.
